Four men in India, partners in busi- 


ness, bought several bales of Indian 
ruga and also some cotton bales. 
That 


tho rats might not destroy tlio cotton, 
they purchased a cat. They agreed that 
each of the four should own a particu- 
lar leg of the cat, and each adorned 
with bends and other ornaments the log 
thua apportioned to him. Tho cat, by 
an accident, injured one of its legs. Tho 
owner of that injured member wound 
around it a rag soaked in oil. Tho cat, 
going too near tho hearth, act tlio rag 
on flro, and, being in great pain, rushed 
in among tho cotton bales where she 
was accustomed to hunt rats. Tlio cot- 
ton and rugs thereby took firo and they 
were burned up—a total loss. 
The 


three other partners brought a suit to 
recover the value of the goods destroy- 
ed against the fourth partner, who own- 
ed that particular, leg of the oat. The 
Judge examined the case, and decided 
thus: 


'' The leg that had the oiled rag on it 


was hurt; the cat could not uso that 
log ; in fact it held up that leg and ran 
away with the other three legs. The 
throe unhurt legs, therefore, carried the 
flre to the cotton, and are alone culpa- 
ble. The injured leg it not to be blamed. 
We three partners which owned tho 
three legs with which the oat ran to the 
cotton will pay the whole value of tho 
bales to the partner who was the pro- 
prietor of the injured leg."

THE FATE OF THE SUICIDE.

My text this evening will be the 5th 


verse of the 87th chapter of Bt, Matthew : 


And he oast down tbe piece* of illver In the 
temple and departed, and went and lunged 
nlmself. 


If the inspired writer had been a theo- 


logian of the orthodox stamp, certainly 
this would have been the fittest opportun- 
ity in tbn world for him to have revealed 
his peculiar sentiments. He was recording 
the violent death of Judas, the arch apos- 
tate and traitor to his Lord—one who had 
been pa.ticlpant In the most flagrant crime 
known 'M the annals of human wicked- 
ness ; a man who had betrayed tbe gentle, 
loving Muster and ttavtor of the world; a 
man who, for a paltry bribe, had done the 
wrong that has made bis name hateful 
during all the ages from that time on, 
And now I say, after tbe record of this 
violent death how natural it would have 
been, If the Inspired writer had been in 
accordance with the violent doctrines 
around us, for him to have added a brief 
word that would have tnailo it clear. He 
might, so naturally, have aaid tbat Judas 
went and hanged himself, and went down 
to raging hell; or, In tbe more euphonious 
language of some, he would have ndded, 
"Closed tbe gates uf heaven againii his 
soul forever, unil sealed hl.i own damna- 
tion." But, strange to say, hu lulds noth- 
ing of tho kind. Ho makes no declaration 
thill this nrcu npostato and greatest pat- 
tern of biuienesn should come to any such 
fate. Nowliuro shall you find It recorded, 
bribe slightest hint orsmullostwhisper 
of manning, that would show In tho 
cvangclist'ti mind any suspicion of a fate 
of boll torments awaiting this greatest of 
sinners. 


"I contend," says Dr. Adam Clark, 
" that there Is no evidence of the dnmnu- 
tion of Judnfl contained in tho words of 
the t«xt." Who was Dr. Adam Clark r 
Some UotvursalUtcommentatorcndctwor- 
ing to advHuco a peculiar sentiment, try- 
ing tn put out thu light of tho glorious 
gospel of eternal damnation t Not a bit 
of it. Dr. Adnui Clark Is the highest au- 
thority upon most of biblical points, us 
believed In by the Methodist church. His 
Commentary}* published by the Metho- 
dist Hook Concern. It Is the ono si;nt out 
by tho Methodist General Conference as 
the one that all Us preachers are et Joined 
to study—it is tho grant authority In the 
HethodlBt church; ono that Is supposed 
to be In the possession of every preacher 
of that denomination. And Isn't, It strnngo 
that any one should think of writing or 
talking about so disputed a subject as tho 
fate of Judas without ever having consult- 
ed tbo commentators of bis own church, 
to say nothing of the authorities upon tho 
other side y According, then, to tbo ad- 
mission of commentators upon tho other 
side, the Bible contains no intimation that 
tho fate of eternal punishment was await- 
ing the guilty Judas, and it'docs not, la a 
single place, describe to us exactly what 
the punishment of this man Judas was. 


So, confronted by thu thought of his 


enormous offense, In u moment his heart 
Is nckcd by those mlgbty pangs which 
tho Illimitable will of Ood bus made iro 
hand lu hand with every offense. Ills 
conscience [s torn and racked ; the bribe 
that ha baa received—the paltry gift for 
which he betrayed his Matter—becomes 
tiatufully odious, insomuch that bo casts 
U from him in tbe extremity of his anguish 
when be sees tha terrible results of his 
crime—aye, the depths of his horrible 
degradation. 


Our English version falls to bring out 


tbo full Intensity of tbe moaning In the 
jriffinal. It has a more intensified, nuiore 
nllnilo, meaning than that.
